The Agawam Lions Club next money-raising event will be a 
corn beef and cabbage dinner, to be held at the Agawam 
Middle school on Wednesday, March 13. The money raised at 
this supper is earmarked to begin an Anne Sullivan Memorial 
Fund. 

Anne Sullivan, companion and teacher of Helen Keller and 
famed instructor of the blind, was born right here in Feeding 
Hills. Her birthdate is April, 1866. 

During the early years of her life, Anne lived amidst 
hardship, heartache and poverty. So stringent were the 
circumstances of her upbringing, the state found it necessary 
to place both Anne and her younger brother in a public 
almshouse. Anne was of heroic nature and she waged a 
continual struggle against a growing blindness and in¬ 
different care. She fashioned herself into a young woman of 
high courage and teaching ability. Her unselfish devotion to 
the cause of helping others is now widely known and it is quite 
fitting that her fellow townsmen should do her honor. 

“Aid to the blind has always been of primary concern to the 
Lions Club and we are now afforded a golden opportunity to 
give rightful recognition to one who so richly deserves it. Our 
club, working in conjunction with the Agawam Historical 
Society, will establish an ANNE SULLIVAN MEMORIAL 
FUND. The expenditure of this fund is yet to be decided on. 
Two items are being considered: 1) the establishment of an 
Anne Sullivan scholarship fund 2) To erect bronze memorial 
tablets in Agawam schools. By our efforts we hope to make 
citizens of our town more aware of the valued contribution to 
the well being of humanity made by Anne Sullivan,’’ said 
Warren Roberts, King Lion.

February 26, the School 
Committee voted to ask for a 
transfer of $91,175 from its 
general account to cover 
transportation costs for’ the 
remainder of 1974. 

According to School Supt. 

Robert Gardner, the original 
budget of $311,000 is not 
enough to cover additional 
costs incurred from athletic 
trips, additional kindergarten 
buses and a fourth bus added 
to the junior high school route. 

A bus was also added to 
transport students to 
vocational classes in Westfield 
this year. 

Gardner said “We’re also 
busing the sixth grade district¬ 
wide to the Middle School this 
year and we opened the junior 
high school.” 

“When we budgeted tran¬ 
sportation funds for the 18- 
month budget we just didn’t 
foresee that costs would rise 
so sharply over the year-and-a 
half,” Gardner said. 

He noted that the lack of 
sidewalks in many areas 
meant running additional 
buses. 

Funds are available in the 
School Department’s general 
account because not all 
teaching positions were filled 
and Title I federal monies 
were also put into the general 
account, Gardner said. 

“We had hoped to turn some 
of this money back to the 
town, but now we need it for 
transportation,” he said. 

The Town Council must 
approve the request before the 
funds may be transferred.

Every month there comes across our 
desk a small bulletin put out by Ellis Glad¬ 
win of the Conn. Mutual Life Insurance 
Company. 

Like us, but in a different way, he deals 
in words, and their use. He is an expert on 
the best way to write a concise, suitable 
business letter, among other things. 

He collects, in the. course of his 
work, some interesting items that he 
shares with others through his bulletin. 

A recent one ooints out that it was 
Milton who said (hat “Ant words have 
the oower to assuage the tumors of 
a Iroub’ed mind.” Since the written 
word will never go out of style, it is the 


essential ingredient in private (and, we 
might add, public) communication. It is 
the direct link between writer and 
reader. 

Since unscrupulous men use words for 
nefarious purposes, as in their deeds, so 
it behooves us to cultivate the ability to 
discriminatae and judge wisely what we 
read and see. 

When you write, write as if to an au¬ 
dience of one, like I am writing to you now. 
It enables you to express yourself better' 
than if you try to encompass a great many 
readers. In the first place, it makes for 
more intimate communication, which is the 
leost embarrassing; and secondly, puts you 
more at ease, so the words come easier. 

Choosing the hard, concise, exact 
word is an art that comes only after 
long nractice. It can be a great asset 
to vour success, and a real satisfaction 
in your life whatever you do.

Some night, when you’re 
bored with television and can’t 
seem to get into that novel, 
pick up one of your child’s 
picture books. You will no 
doubt find it relaxing, 
refreshingly different, and 
enlightening. 

For instance, if you were to 
read Brian Wildsmith’s Birds, 
you would learn that a 
gathering of swans is called a 
wedge and your eyes would 
pour over every lushly colored 
illustration to finally meet 
with a company of parrots in a 
splashy jungle. Brian Wild- 
smith’s Fishes and Brian 
Wildsmith’s Wild Animals 
offer similar pleasure. 

For the nursery rhyme lover 
there is Brian Wildsmith’s 
Mother Goose complete with 
beautiful pictures to ac¬ 
company old, familiar verses. 

More recent is The Little 
Wood Duck by Brian Wild- 
smith. A mother wood duck is 
so proud of her six newborn 
ducklings that she can hardly 
wait to take them for a swim. 
When she does, she is amazed 
to learn that her youngest 
cannot swim in a straight line 
but only in circles— much to 
-the ridicule of all the other 
animals. One day, when the 
safety of the duck family is 
threatened, the little wood 
duck’s swimming handicap 
proves to be a blessing. 

One of the favorites among 
preschoolers this past year at 
the library was the popular 
story of The Little Red Hen 
adapted and illustrated by 
Paul Galdone. The 
illustrations provide a warm 
and homey atmosphere for 
this tale about a cat, dog, 
mouse, and red hen who all 
live together in a small house. 
The problem is that no one will 
do any of the chores except the 
little red hen. When she 
decides to bake a cake and 
asks who will help, she is met 
with protests of “not I”. When 
the cake is ready to eat, 
however, the ready response 
is “I will!” But the little red 
hen ignores her friends and 
devours the entire cake by 
herself. Among Paul 
Galdone’s other books are 
Obedient Jack, Androcles and 
the Lion, and Three Aesop Fox 
Fables. 

Bernard Waber is another 
notable children’s author. His 
book, A Firefly named Tor- 
chy, which is splendidly 
illustrated, is the story of a 
sad little firefly who cannot 
twinkle no matter how hard he 
tries. Instead, he gives off a 
terribly bright light which 
wakes up all the forest 
animals. A wise owl tells him 
to be proud of his light, so 
Torchy flies away to ponder 
the owl’s advice. He finds 
himself in the city surrounded 
by many bright and different 
lights and realizes that he is no 
longer ashamed to show his 
brilliance. On his way home 
Torchy begins to twinkle 
without even trying. 

Another of Paul Galdone’s 
works is Nobody Is Perfick in 
which he depicts various 
childhood situations by way of 
dialogue and drawings which 
are memorable and hilarious.

HIGH SCHOOL ROUND UP 

After being granted the final seed into Division I’s 
Western Mass Schoolboy Basketball Tourney, the tourna¬ 
ments top seed Chicopee Comp gave Agawam a rude wel¬ 
come into the big time with a crushing 95-58 victory in 
each squads season finale.

Kelly, 19, is 5 ft., II inches, and weighs 160 pounds. 

He is also the youngest disc'jockey on the WTXL 
j staff. 

It’s anybody’s guess if age has anything to do with 
stamina, but the young jock certainly did hang in 
there ... for 86/2 hours, to be exact...to outdistance 
the other three disc jockey’s participating in the 
marathon. 

Bill Cleveland, Gerry Tower and Kevin O’Neal 
were the other three WTXL staffers who did a 
superb job in the 12 day marathon. 

Twelve days of continuous broadcasting is a 
l-o-n-g time, even for four guys and requires a 
lot of planning and arranging for a number of 
people. You’d think one time would be more 
than enough for all the people who worked on 
it and that all the jocks would just want to go 
away somewhere quiet and rest and rest and 
rest -- without even listening to the radio. 

But, not the crew at Super ’TXL. 

The marathon wasn’t even over... as a matter 
of fact Kelly was racking up his last hours when 
the station began announcing that as soon as Kelly 
gave up, Bill Cleveland would take over again 
and the second WTXL-AMERICAN RED CROSS 
Marathon would begin.

All four jockeys were provided with meals by McManus’ 
Eating Place which is located next door to the Neptune 
Shop. 

It was a lot of fun and a lot-of wotk for a lot of people. 

It was certainly for a worthy cause. The four disc jockeys are 
now really giving of their time and talent “the second time 
around” to try and raise more money for the Red Cross. The
